He left the school 
shortly before the demoli¬ 
tion of the old structure, 
and the construction of the 
new one, which is still in 
use today. In fact, one of 
the last things he did at Si¬ 
erra Madre Primary 
School was create a mod¬ 
el of the proposed new 
school, from cardboard, 
working of sketches and 
blueprints.

One real hot summer morning around 
1947 or so, I woke up real early. It was 
so hex in my bedroom that I was dripping 
wet, and it was still real early in the 
morning. All I could think about was 
getting to the Canyon Swimming Pool 
as soon as it opened. I had stuff to do 
first, though. 

I put on my clothes and went down¬ 
stairs and Mom and Dad were already up 
because of the hot, hot weather. I asked 
Mom if I could go downtown real quick 
to find some pop bottles to get enough 
money to go swimming and she said, 
“Sure, Tommy, but get back here as fast 
as you can.” 

I said, “O.K. Mom.” And I scurried 
off, walking real fast to get downtown 
as soon as I could. If you walk real fast 
on a hot day you can make your own 
breeze. Now we lived on East Grand¬ 
view Avenue, real close to Mountain 
Trail, so it was a pretty far distance for 
little legs to get a guy down to the cen¬ 
ter of town. I got there pretty quick and 
breezy, though and headed towards my 
favorite place to find pop bottles-The 
Park. 

Well, luck was with me that morning 
because I found enough pop bottles to 
cash in for two days of swimming! I 
cashed them in at Safeway Market on 
Sierra Madre Blvd., and headed for 
home with not one, but two quarters in 
my pocket. It cost twenty five cents to 
get in the pool, so I had enough money 
for today and tomorrow to go swim¬ 
ming. Was I happy! 

I got home real quick and had a little 
breakfast with the family and went about 
my chores real quick, so I could get to 
the swimming pool on time to be the first 
one there. My firstjob wastohelpMom 
with the washing. 

Mom got the big green washing ma¬ 
chine out and filled it with hot water. I 
helped her hook up the wringer thing on 
the top and Mom plugged that monster 
in. “Swish, swash, swish, swash, it vi¬ 
brated with water sloshing. Mom put the 
powdered soap in it and the water got 
real sudsy on the top. Then Mom 
dumped the load of clothes in it. It 
wasn’t long and all the clothes were 
ready to hang up on the clothes line in 
the back yard. 

Mom picked up the laundry basket 
full of wet clothes and carried it outside 
to the clothes line. After Mom went out 
the back door I noticed that she had left 
the wringer running. I went over to it 
and it was fun to watch. One rubber 
thingy, you know those round things 
went one way and the other was going 
the other way and meeting in the mid¬ 
dle. I got a real bright idea then and 
stuck a finger into the wringer just to see 
what it would do. I guess, that is why I 
did it. I shouldn’t have done that. 

That mean, old wringer grabbed a 
hold of my finger and pulled it in, real 
quick. OUCH!! That hurt a lot. Just 
then. Mom was coming in from outside 
and saw my plight immediately. 

She quickly ran over to the washer 
and released the wringer. The wringer 
opened up and I looked at what I thought 
was a hand with four fingers on it, but 
all five were there, except one finger was 
kind of flat and started to turn red real 
quick. Momjust looked down at me and 
said, “You learned a little lesson there, 
didn’t you. Tommy?” Ijust nodded my 
head with my eyes down and held my 
hand. 

So-o-o. I went about my chores. The 
next job was to wash all the morning 
breakfast dishes. So I got going on that 
right away. I sure didn’t want to be late 
getting to the Canyon Pool. Man, was I 
getting the dishes done in a hurry. This 
job was going to be easy, or so I thought. 

I had just finished the plates and sil¬ 
verware and started washing the glass¬ 
es, we had milk for breakfast, and no one 
had rinsed out the glasses, so I had to 
clean out the inside where the milk had 
dried. I noticed ones little spot of milk 
1 had missed. So 1 stuck my hand in the 
glass and pushed the cloth down. I 
shouldn’t have done that, either. 

The glass broke and my hand was in 
there. The same hand that has the flat, 
red finger. I put my hand under the 
warm water and looked at it. Oh,Oh! I 
saw the blood starting to come, so I 
wrapped my hand in a towel and went 


into the living room. 

Dad was in there reading the newspa¬ 
per and as soon as he looked up at me, a 
shocked look came into his face. “What 
happened. Tommy?” 

I sat down next to him and he took the 
towel off my hand, the bleeding stopped 
but there was a long, deep rut on my first 
finger, so Dad took me upstairs into the 
bathroom and set me down, and got ail 
his first aid stuff out. Dad was the best 
fixer-upper in the whole word. When it 
came to first aid my father knew all sorts 
of stuff. 

Now, in those days the only antisep¬ 
tics for cuts and stuff was iodine. Do 
you remember iodine? Have you ever 
had iodine poured on a cut? OWWW! 
After the iodine dose and I wiped the 
tears from my eyes. Dad put the best 
bandage ever on my cut finger. 

It wasn’t too much later that Mom 
gave me the good news first, and then I 
got the bad news. The good news was 
that I didn’t have to wash any more dish¬ 
es until my hand healed. The bad news 
was—and it was bad—I couldn’t go 
swimming either, until my hand healed. 

Man, I was heart sick. I remember 
that I would check my hand every day 
to see how it was healing and it seemed 
that the more I checked my hand, the 
longer it was taking to heal. 1 must have 
had to wait three weeks until 1 could go 
swimming again. 

In the meantime, feeling sorry for 
myself, I stayed close to home. Who 
wanted a wounded swimmer around? It 
was really, really dull and slow and hot! 

My mother didn’t approve of soda 
pop. She thought that all the bubbles 
weren’t good for children or any one 
else, so she bought non-carbonated 
drinks by the case and during the hot 
weather especially. Brother John and me 
got one bottle of pop each in the after¬ 
noon. That was our treat. 

I thought Brother John was a dummy, 
the way he would drink up his whole 
bottle right away, quick, "then he didn't 
have any left. I wanted to make mine 
last, and last. So using my fantastic abil¬ 
ity to figure out things for myself, I de¬ 
vised a plan. 

I got up in the cupboard and got one 
of dad’s little shot glasses and brought 
it down for my own use. Dad only used 
it when company came, so he wouldn’t 
miss it in the afternoon. I would fill up 
the little glass, then I would carefully put 
down the bottle of pop, and pick up the 
little glass and ver-r-ry slowly bring it to 
my lips and sip on it. I didn’t know the 
word cosmopolitan in those days, but I 
am sure I was trying the copy someone 
in the movies, and also to make my 
brother John notice, because certinly it 
mustseem to him that I had more than he 
did, because nrJne lasted longer. Day 
after day. Now that was the way to drink 
soda! 

One afternoon while sipping my soda 
I got a real great idea on how to make a 
bunch of money. I couldn’t go back to 
swimming yet because of my wound, so 
I figured a way to get some extra swim 
money in the meantime. Mom went 
along with my idea so one morning I got 
up kind of early and went down to Rob¬ 
ert’s Market and with some allowance 
money, I bought some paper cups and 
some fruit nectars in cans. I had taken 
Dad’s wheel barrow with me, so on the 
way back, I stopped by the ice house on 
Montecito and picked up a small block 
of ice. 

I started shaving ice and due to my 
fantastic analyzing capabilities, I hit pay 
dirt—almost. Almost as soon as I got 
started, kids came around me looking to 
see what I was doing. I told them and 
then all heck broke loose. I had a hard 
time getting all that ice shaved because 
kids were starting to pile up in back of 
me wanting my cold ice treat. 

I tried to shave ice, and put it in cups 
and pour nectar, it was a hot, busy job 
but somebody had to do it.

Kinney 


Aniversary

Kinneloa, located just 
west of Sierra Madre, is a 
special Eden first settled in 
1880 by Abbot Kinney. 
Kinney not only named the 
area but he became a ma¬ 
jor player of his time in the 
history of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. 

Kinney was a wealthy 
world traveler who suf¬ 
fered from asthma. 
Throughout his travels, 
however, he had not found 
a place where the climate 
relieved his condition. On 
a trip from Australia he 
arrived in San Francisco 
where he then planned to 
cross the country to Flori¬ 
da for his health. He was 
stopped in this trip when a 
heavy snowfall in the High 
Sierras cut off rail traffic 
east so he was stuck in San 
Francisco. 

He happened to learn of 
the Sierra Madre Villa 
Hotel, an early health re¬ 
sort, that once stood north 
of the golf course here at 
Sierra Madre Blvd. and 
Sierra Madre Villa. Game 
to try anything that would 
help his asthma Kinney 
came south. Many impor¬ 
tant people stayed in this 
popular resort including 
the founder of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, Nathaniel Carter, be¬ 
fore there was a Sierra 
Madre. 

It was like a miracle 
cure and he awakened 
asthma-free. With his 
black valet, Sam, he set up 
a large two-room tent, fur¬ 
nished and carpeted with 
beautiful rugs and pro¬ 
ceeded to explore the area. 
In 1880 he purchased SSO 
acres of land with a mesa 
that afforded a magnificent 
view even to the ocean 30 
miles away. That is Kin- 
neyloa today. On the mesa 


a large, impressive two- 
story home was built. The 
home has since been tom 
down and the land subdi¬ 
vided, but back then the 
large white house was an 
unbelievable sight in what 
was then a very sparsely 
settled area. 

He tunneled into the 
mountains for water and 
received a very ample sup¬ 
ply and built a reservoir for 
storage that had a capaci¬ 
ty of 500,000 gallons. He 
and his wife, Margaret, 
raised a large family and 
they enjoyed swimming in 
that reservoir. An exten¬ 
sive orchard of several va¬ 
rieties of oranges were 
planted, including blood 
oranges and a vineyard of 
20,000 vines. Also, exot¬ 
ic plants from all over the 
world. An army of cats 
also lived on the ranch 
keeping it free of gophers, 
moles, rabbits, etc. 

Kinney was born in 
1850 in New Jersey. He 
had an impressive lineage 
as a descendent of .May¬ 
flower stock, several En¬ 
glish kings including Wil¬ 
liam the Conqueror, Pres¬ 
ident John Adams and Ral¬ 
ph Waldo Emerson. His 
father was an attorney in 
Washington with the gov¬ 
ernment and Kinney re¬ 
ceived an extensive educa¬ 


tion both here and abroad. 
He was fluent in several 
languages and had many 
interests and area of exper¬ 
tise. Before he was 30 he 
had made a fortune with 
the first prerolled ciga¬ 
rettes in the country, par¬ 
ticularly with their sweet 
Caporal brand. His travel¬ 
ing all over the world was 
often to purchase exotic 
tobacco leaves for their 
New York plant. 

This man of knowledge 
and numerous interests 
became involved in many 
activities here. The great 
dream of his life however 
became the establishment 
of the seaside town of 
Venice, California to be a 
replica of Venice, Italy. 
He purchased 160 acres of 
sand dunes and marsh land 
and converted it into one 
of the fanciest of all shore¬ 
line developments. 16 
miles of canals were 
dredged which spread out 
from a Grand Canal. Trees 
were planted, foot bridges 
built and villas and ba¬ 
roque buildings construct¬ 
ed. 

Genuine gondolas and 
gondoliers from Italy were 
imported who poled their 
way through the canals 
singing in Italian. Kin¬ 
ney’s wish was to create a 
center of culture to attract 


settlers of taste and a 
wholesome area for chil¬ 
dren. At first this was a 
wonderful place, but soon 
became more like a Coney 
Island. Also, in those days 
before technology the ca¬ 
nals were improperly built, 
the water stagnated and the 
smell was terrible. Most of 
the canals had to be filled 
in and paved over. Only 
about six miles of the ca¬ 
nals remain today. i 

Kinney died in 1920 but 
he had made important 
contributions here. He 
was a great conservation¬ 
ist and was a driving force 
to establish the Forestry 
Service, he was member of 
a U.S. Geological Team 
and served on the state 
commission to make 
Yosemite a National Park. 
He authorized several 
books and although Pasa¬ 
dena was still very rural he 
was active in the establish¬ 
ment of the Pasadena Pub¬ 
lic Library, which opened 
1883. He worked with 
Helen Hunt Jackson as she 
gathered material for her 
novel “Ramona.” The In¬ 
dians here had never had 
an agent and they were 
without protection of the 
law and abuses from white 
settlers. Kinney and Jack- 
son sent a complete report 
back to Washington which 
sadly Congress largely ig¬ 
nored. 

Kinneyloa, Kinney’s 
conntry estate in the grand 


June 25, 1948 was the 
date that Bert Embree and 
Velma Pickett were joined 
in matrimony in the Con¬ 
gregational Church here in 
Sierra Madre. On June 25, 
1998 the four children of 
Bert and Velma honored 
them at a party to celebrate 
their Golden Anniversary. 
Both having been bom in 
Sierra Madre and lived 
most of their lives here, the 
Embree’s now are resi¬ 
dents of Durango, Colo¬ 
rado. 

Velma’s sister and her 
husband. Gorge and Mar¬ 
jorie Shipway, hosted the 
gathering out in Victor¬ 
ville for the more than fif¬ 
ty relatives and life-long 
friends of the Embree’s. 
Old-titne photos and mem¬ 
orabilia was displayed to 
the enjoyment of the 
guests, as well as seeing 
the cutting of the cake, 
which Velma made and 
decorated with their origi¬ 
nal “wedding couple” top- 
piece. 

Bert has been active in 
the Boy Scouts for thirty 
years in the city in various 
capacities; became active 
in Sierra Madre’s Baseball 
Association as president; 
was a member of the Sier¬

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Back in the 1930s, the 
German director and play¬ 
wright Berthold Brecht 
followed a method and 
propounded a philosophy 
that revolutionized 20th 
century theatrical practice. 
Production techniques had 
become more and more 
“realistic” including real 
waterfalls in the woods 
and real meat in the butch¬ 
er shops and the chariot 
race in “Quo Vadis” on 
stage with real horses. The 
ideal was to establish an 
imaginary fourth wall for 
the three-sided prosceni¬ 
um set, separating the ac-

tors from the audience, as 
if a group of voyeurs were 
spying on real life. 

Brecht pointed out that 
this was not only imprac¬ 
tical but impossible and 
not even desirable. He 
advocated admitting that 
the performance was in a 
specialized building with a 
specialized purpose, the 
heightening of “real life” 
which is so often confused 
and redundant, by editing 
it into a work of art. Do 
you need lights? Obvious¬ 
ly, so why bother to hide 
them. Need real rooms? 
Why? The purpose is com¬ 
munication. Pretend the 
audience isn’t there? 
Why? Step forward and 
speak to them if you need 
to, as musical theater has

always done. Costuming? 

Well, costume is a short 
cut to indicating character, 
occupation and historical 
period, which generic cos¬ 
tume must do other ways, 
but if you are going to use 
costumes, do it right, 
thoughtfully and accurate¬ 
ly, with an eye to its pur¬ 
pose. And the same goes 
for “properties” (those 
things that the character 
handles). Crockery, weap¬ 
ons, tools, etc., must be 
appropriate to the charac¬ 
teristics of the period and 
personalities represented. 
This involves research. 
The actions of a character 
are affected by their 
clothes, and by the inven¬ 
tions or lack of them of the 
time indicated. But for the 


settings, suggestions and 
symbolism will often do 
very well. 

Brecht went so far as to 
suggest that the lights 
should remain on so that 
the audience could see 
each other and be aware of 
each other’s reactions, or 
that the actors should car¬ 
ry banners announcing 
changes of scene or point¬ 
ing out key philosophical 
points! 

Few modern produc¬ 
tions would go that far, but 
in many ways Brecht fore¬ 
saw the future and released 
actors from the trouble and 
expense of created a spuri¬ 
ous “reality”, except in the 
events and messages of the 
play.

Let the living stage do 
what it does best, create an 
atmosphere out of imagi¬ 
nation, using a few well 
chosen words and artifacts 
as cues. 

Shakespear said, 
“Think, when we talk of 
horses, that you see them, 
printing their proud feet in 
the receiving earth!” It 
worked 400 years -1000 
years - 2500 years ago. It 
worked when the caveman 
came home from the hunt 
and said to his fellows, 
“Here! You be the hunters 
and I’ll be the mammoth 
and we’ll show them what 
happened”, and it works 
today.

cities of Bellflower, Chino Hills, La Mirada, Norwalk, 
Rosemead, Santa Fe Springs, and many others. In addi¬ 
tion to municipal governments, they represent Del Mar 
Thoroughbred Club, Oak Tree Racing Association, The 
Portuguese Government, Port of Long Beach, and other 
organizations. 

In addition to lobbying on legislation that is intro¬ 
duces, Gonsalvez & Son goes one step further by assist¬ 
ing in selecting an author to have legislation introduced. 
They also look for discretioruuy funds that could be al¬ 
located to the City by way of a clause attached to the Bill. 
These funds could conceivably assist in payir^ for filings 
such as feasibility studies, parks, simming pools, etc. 

Councilmember Roger Chandler said, “I think it 
would be easy for them to find us this amount of money 
and more through special grants and funds.” 

One potential conflict arises in the fact that Gonsalvez 
and Son represents the Del Mar and Oak Tree groups. 
City Councilmembers expressed confidence that Gon¬ 
salvez & Son would notify the City of any conflicts of 
interest that may arise, and cited the group’s strong repu¬ 
tation for professionalism.

As the consumers browse auto dealership showrooms to check out the new 1999 
models, they will wrestle with the auto-financing question of the decade: “Should I 
lease or buy?” 

Thanks to new federal regulations, leasing costs are now easier to decipher and 
compare to purchasing costs, said Connie Stelzer, Arcadia district manager for the 
Automobile Club of Southern California. 

“Leasing can appear to be a more attractive option than buying because of lower 
monthly payments,” Telzer said. “But in the long run, a car lease can cost consum¬ 
ers more than a car purchase, if leaseholders decide to purchase their car at the end 
of the lease and finance the remaining balance. That’s why we are pleased the Fed¬ 
eral Reserve Board approved new regulations requiring dealers to explain leasing 
prices thoroughly.” 

Even with the new explanation requirements, which took effect in October, un¬ 
derstanding lease terms can be a complex matter. Stelzer advises those in the mar¬ 
ket for a new car to ask themselves the following key questions; 

- Will I drive more than 12,0(X) to 15,(XX) miles a year? 

- Will I want to keep the car for more than three years? 

- Will I put the car through a lot of wear and tear? 

If the answer to all of these que.stions is “Yes,” then buying is likely a better op¬ 
tion, Stelzer said. 

Leasing can be a better deal for a consumer who wants to drive a more expensive 
vehicle than he wants to purchase, especially if the vehicle holds a high resale value, 
Stelzer said. 

But contrary to the leasing explanations often heard in car commercials, lease¬ 
holders aren’t paying only for their use of the car. They’re also paying an interest 
rate, just if they finance a car purchase. 

Auto dealerships that arrange leases usually do not retain ownership of the leased 
car. Instead, a leasing company typically agrees to purchase the vehicle from the 
dealership at the price negotiated by the consumer. The leasing company then charges 
the leaseholder a “rate factor,” or interest rate, which is included within the monthly 
lease payment. 

Leaseholders also must pay an up-front “entry-fee,” similar to a down payment 
for purchasing a car. But the fee is typically much lower than a standard 10 percent

“Another key factor to investigate is whether the manufacturer is otfenng spe¬ 
cially subsidized lease rates,” Stelzer said. “When leasing started becoming popu¬ 
lar in the late 1980s, many carmakers were giving lease subsidies. But now fewer 
subsidies are offered because the manufacture sometimes lost money on those deals.” 

New-car shoppers need to keep those factors in mind when they re out compar¬ 
ing prices. To do a fair analysis for those who only want to keep a new car for a few 
years, Stewlzer recommends calculating the total lease cost first. That should be 
weighed against the cost of financing the car purchase, then reselling the car after 
the length of the proposed time.
